As we go to press word is received 
that there is a distinct likelihood that 
an effort will be made at the coming 
session of the Federal House to bring 
public hospitals under the Unemploy- 
ment Insurance Act. Hospitals and 
their employees are now exempt from 
contributions to this fund. 

Such a revision would add materially 
to the cost of hospital operation and 
would be a further burden on hospital 
employees who are not libely to benefit 
from such payments. Hospital staffs 
are kept constant, without seasonal or 
periodic fluctuations.
